It is therefore most 
Important that the public think tho 
jnatter over in order to prevent the 
adoption of a policy that would prove 
absolutely ridiculous. It 
may

like good politics to a few oflicials 


• to give the people a makeshift for a 
public hall, hut it would provo very 
bad business to spoil our high school 
while leaving .the need for a public 
hall unrelieved. 


Even though tho hall in the new 


school annex were largo enough to 
warrant public meetings, it would still 
be essentially a school hall, needed for 
drills, school dramas and 
occasional 


social affairs. If seats are to be used, 
they must be removable and of such 
a nature that the floor space could 
be cleared at short notice. On 
the 


other hand, such seats would prove 
entirely unsatisfactory in a public hall, 
and so there would.be constant fric- 
tion, between tho two functions of such 
a hall. 


Again, a public hall should he avail- 


able for public uses all of the time or 
Jt would not be a public hall in real- 
ity. A high school hail would bo the 
BC€ne of many evening functions on 
which the' general public could not 
intrude. 
H would be very difficult to 


arrange a program that would not 
clash In some particulars, and 
with 


regard to a public hall there can be 
no fixed program. To carry the func- 
tions of a public hall into a school 
building would therefore prove Im- 
practical and unwise.

Duncan for the use of the new high 
tchool hall as a public hall is so 


that it carries Its own con- 


demnation, and 
yet 
the 
municipal 


council has shown zeal for proposals 
almost as silly. It Is therefore most 
important that. the public think the 
matter over In order to prevent the 
adoption of n policy that would prove 
absolutely ridiculous. H 
may 
seem 


JlJce good politics to a few officials 
to give tbe people a makeshift for a. 
public hall, but It would prove very 
bad business to Kpoll our high school 
while leaving the need for a public 
hall unrelieved. 


Even though tho .hall In tho new 


. Bchool annex were largo enough to 


warrant public meetings, it would still 
be essentially a school hall, needed for 
drills, school dramas and 
occasional 


Kocial affairs. 
If seats are to he used, 


they must be removable and of such 
a nature that the floor space couhl 
bo cleared at short notice. On 
the 


other hand, such seats would prove 
entirely unsatisfactory in a public hall, 
and so there would bo consiant fric- 
tion between tho two functions of such 
a hall. 


; 
Again, a public hall should be avail- 


able for public uses all of the time or 
it would not bo a public hall in real- 
ity. A high school hall would he the 


: scene of many evening functions on 
. which the general public could not 


intrude. It would be very difficult to 
arrange a program that would not 


. clash in Borne particulars, 
and 
with 


: regard to a public hall there can he 


no fixed program. To carry the func- 
tions of a. public hall into a school 
: .building would therefore prove Im- 


practical and unwise.

Sentiment for civic reform. It would 
be also impossible to have musical nf- 


• fairs on occasions or anything that

!.work, for evening classes it Is to he 


It would 
of course be entirely out of the ques- 
tion to hold a political rally In the 
high school, and yet such rallies could 
appropriately be held by all parties 
if the city had a large and adequate 
public hall. The high school hall will 
probably be on the upper floor, but a 
public hall should not be above the 
second story.

THE COLOSSAL COST 


It is a terrible commentary on this 


war that the papers have given up 
computing the cost In life and content 
themselves with discussing the cose In 
money. It brings us back to the first 
principle that tho nation which can 
stand the biggest financial drain will 
win, and tho prominence given to the 
finance of tho war by the leaders 
In (he belligerent nations emphasizes 
this truth. Andrew Tionar I,aw de- 
clared at a. bancuct In London Tues- 
day night that tho wealth of England 
has not been touched and that Eng- 
land can stand the strain longest. Yet 
ail tho nations are crying out for the 
most rigid economy, and the cost of 
the war is staggering the world. 


An idea of the vastncss of tho war 


expenditures may be gained from the 
following figures, 
compiled 
by 
the 


Economist, which takes a conservative 
stand: Great Britain spends per day 
$22,500,000; 
Germany, 
$20,000,000; 


France, $12,500,000; Russia, $12.500,000; 
Austria, $12,500,000; Italy. 57,500,000; 
Belgium, Serbia and Turkey, §2,500,- 
000. 
Not less than S90.000.000 a day 


is being spent in war. 
In another 


year the warring nations will be bur- 
dened with additional 
debt 
to

amount of 532.850,000,000. 


As may be seen, tlie British expen- 


diture Is the heaviest, the prime min- 
ister having 
recently declared 
that 


there is little hope of its being kept 
i under 525,000,000 a day. In one year 


i it will amoxmt to three-fourths of the 
national income. A 'few comparisons, 
as given by a leading English econo- 
mist, may give a belter idea of the 
cost: The Crimean war cost Britain 
what she 1? spending In two weeks; 
tne "Boer war cost her what she is 
spending in eight 
weeks, 
and 
the 


twelve years' ^Napoleonic war did not 
cost her what she Is spending in nine 
weeks. Can it he wondered that econ- 
omy is urged, or that all the nations 
arc fighting desperately to avoid de- 
feat and the paying of an indemnity?
